Birmingham. Ala., Sept. 20.—The 
various undertaking establishments 
were crowded this morning with hun¬ 
dreds of persona, mostly delegates to the 
National Negro Baptist convention, 
Searching for missing friends and rela¬ 
tives who might have been killed in last 
night's stampede at the Shiloh colored 
church, where a panic wn* caused by a 
light and n cry of "fire.” while Booker 
F. Washington wns addressing the con¬ 
vention. 

Up to 9 o'clock about BO bodies had 
been identified,

The government road party who have 
been operating under Arch. Cameron in 
the Porcupine district have their work 
for the season. The party consisted of 
five men who have during the summer 
put in much work which was neceMary 
for the opening np of the mining dis¬ 
tricts in the Chilkat River district. 

Starting from Wells, the headqulrters 
of the gold commivsionec, the party open¬ 
ed a trail up the Klaheua river, by way 
of Pleasant camp, as far cs Itainy Hol¬ 
low, a distance.of 27 miles. At Rainy 
Hollow thero are a good many miners. 
The prospects are good for the future 
of the country, as there Is rich quartz 
lu abundance. Capital is required, how¬ 
ever, and t|>o miners want a wagon road 
put in over a good part of this trail in 
order that machinery muj l*e taken in. 

The party also put a trail through 
from Wells to Bear Creek, a distance of 
28 miles. At Bear Creek there Is also 
rich quarts. While plenty of coarse 
placer gold exists, there has been found 
to be too much water for placer mining 
under primitive condition*, ami capital 
la needed to work it with modern ma¬ 
chinery. 

On these trail* the road party put lfl 
bridge-* over streams. One of these was 
SO feet long. Withonf the assistance of 
any horses the gang of live accomplished 
this work. 

Considerable corduroy work was put 
Ja by them, and before leaving the conn- 
try the needs of IJje gold commissioner 
■for the winter were attended to. An 
. area of taro acres was cleared about 
the government buildings, and 20 cords 
wf wood was pot up for the use of the 
gold commissioner. An outbid* tent, 24 
feet by 10 feet, wag built also for Capt. 
Bant. 

A. Cameron, David Fair and D. Fair, 
J*., members of the road party, returned 
to Victoria by the Amur yesterday. 
While they were pi Sbagway the ulow- 
iag up of the Bank of Commerce build¬ 
ing took place. The perpetrator of the 
act was a mulatto, who died a few hours 
uttei; the deed. J. G. Price, the barris¬ 
ter, who was In the bank at the time of 
the firing of the dynamite, was seriously 
injured. Fifty-six pieces were taken 
out of hia bead, aud he may be marked 
for life. 

A day or two afterwards three or four 
suspected accomplices were arrested. A 
feeling prevailed, however, tlmt the 
mulatto was responsible alone for thq 
act, and tliot in all probability h'.s mind 
waa deranged.

Coal Moving. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Bept. 19.—A state¬ 
ment of the coal and coke traffic origin¬ 
ating on the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Compiny’s lines east of Pittsburg and 
■Brie for the week ending September 
13th, shows: Anthracite coal, SOB tons; 
bituminous, 511,242 tons; coke, 206,450 
tona. The company hns so far this year 
hauled seven million tons of coal more 
than during the name period last year, 
and more than a million more tons of 
coke.

Winnipeg, Sept. 19.—In the closing

should be taken from missionary or sus- 
teutation funds, as the case might be. 
The committee recommended the adop¬ 
tion of the rlannas regarding salaries of 
ordained ministers, that the minimum 
for ur.ordained men be $350, and that 
the clauses regarding weak stations be 
adopted; that in Bible readings, which 
were not responsive, the revised version 
might be used by ministers in the pulpit; 
that the memorial from the Rev. W. R. 
Roach, Toronto, asking that action be 
taken against secret societies, especially 
Free Masonry, be not concurred it. Tho 
commilttce on civil rights and privileges 
recommended that the conference ex¬ 
press itself ns oppofied to the preeent 
system of ecclesiastical precedence In 
state functions as being contrary to the 
spirit of Canadian system, and in favor 
of an abrogation of the entire scale of 
precdence. If this could not be obtain¬ 
ed! however, the committee favored that 
the wale be arranged In order of de¬ 
nominational numerical strength. This

The problem of naval defence will 
probably prove a more difficult one to 
solve. The land forces will remain un¬ 
der Dominion control, and no question 
of the expenditure of the money of the 
people for purposes in which the people 
have no voice can be raised. Contribut¬ 
ing to the maintenance of the Imperial 
navy would involve that very point. Can¬ 
ada might follow the example of Aus¬ 
tralia in that respect, or she might begin 
to gather together the nudeos of a navy 
on her own account The question la one 
of too great importance, and Involvea 
too large responsibilities, to be settled off¬ 
hand. But, as Sir Edmund Barton point¬ 
ed out, it is essential in order to avoid 
friction, and possibly more serious con¬ 
sequences, that the autonomy, integrity 
and independence of the various import¬ 
ant sections of the Empire shsll be 
maintained.

Recently there was intense excitement 
at the Palace at Brussels over the sup- 
poned discovery of gold mines in the Con¬ 
go Free 8tate.

A sample was sent to Brussels 
to Colonel Thy*, managing director of 
the Congo Railway Company.

The cable itself is a much lighter 
strand than would be supposed. The 
deep sea sections are little over an inch 
in diameter. The centre, or core, con¬ 
sists of eighteen fourteen gauge wires, 
with a small tape around each. This 
central portion is covered with several 
coatings of gutta perchu, each different 
coating, however, being separated from 
the previous one by gutta percha, tar and 
resin. Hemp, tapes, etc., are run over 
this again, the whole being absolutely 


stationed watching the flying wire as It 
is reeled over the stern of the ship. Out 
of the hold it passes nnder pulleys, and 
to Insure control is passed three times 
round a large drum, equipped with 
brakes immersed in water to prevent it 
tiring. 

Then it passes under the dynamometer 
which registers the strain on the wire, 
and thence again out over the stern 
sheaves to the water.

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PROVINCIAL FAIR AT VICTORIA 


Forecast of tbo Coming Provincial Exhibition Which Will 
Be Opened in This City on October 7th, 
and Lasts for Poor Days. 


“The best jet,” That la the end the 
British Columbia Agricultural Associa¬ 
tion are striving to attain in their ar¬ 
rangements for their exhibition to be 
held in this city next month, commencing 
on Tuesday, th;? 11th. Their experience 
so far points to a realisation of that aim, 
for never were indications bo favorable. 
The machinery has been in motion for 
some time, the preparations have not

been hurried, and there is nothing to pre¬ 
vent the forthcoming event from being 
unqualifiedly successful. Even the finan¬ 
cial problem has no terrors for the man¬ 
agement. The public response to the de¬ 
mand upon its exchequer has been ex¬ 
ceedingly generous, and up to the present 
time n sum approximating five thousand 
dollars has been subscribed, including 
the government grant. 

Invaluable, Indeed, has been the ex¬ 
perience of the association in the exhibi¬ 
tion last year. The organisation then 
just regenerated undertook to re-establish 
an agricultural exhibition as an annual 
fixture here. It was, after all, an ex¬ 
periment on which is based the approach¬ 
ing event, the foundation for a show 
which is expected to be strong where its 
predecessor was weak, and to be iu every 
way worthy of the capital city of this 
opulent province. Ijess than a month 
from to-day it will be declared open with 


due pomp, the details concerning which 
will he made public later. 

The judges, all practical men, are now 
already in the province and will shortly 
commence their labors in the fall district 
shows, to wiud up with the big events 
in New Westminster and Victoria. They 
are uieu who know all there is to be 
learned about farming in general, and 
local agriculturists will enjoy the benefit 
of their experience and knowledge. 
Horsemen are getting their equine* in 
training for the races, more than twenty 
animals from various districts being ou 
the track daily. 

The secretary and superintendents, as 
well as the different committteea, are 
kept busy all the time attending to the 
matters coming in their respective de¬ 
partments. Applications for space are 
coming in incessantly and there will be 
no room wasted in either the main or 
auxiliary buildings. The secretary's la¬ 
bors are carried on amid uplifting sur¬ 
roundings. There is an air of sanctity 
nliout his office in the Market bnilding, 
at first blush, which is hard to compre¬ 
hend. A glance around the apartment, 
however, explains the phenomenon. Along 
the walls are a number of Biblical illus¬ 
trations left there by a religious body 
formerly occupying the premises. One 
of them represents Zacchens up the syca¬ 
more tree, apparently peeping out from 
the foliage at another picture in which 
is shown a prise Durham and other pro¬ 
mising stock. There is no record of any 
agricultural exhibition in the days of 
Zacchens. 

It 1 b too early at present to describe 
the prospective localities of the exhibits, 
as it is understood some new features 
and arrangements will he introduced to 
make the various floors more interesting 
and attractive. It ia quiet certain, how¬ 
ever, that the educational and manual 
training exhibits will he on the third 
floor. The secretary has communicated 
with the principals of the schools in re¬ 
gard to a children's exhibit, and it ia 
hoped , that the showring will equal that 
of former years. Electrical effects will 
he produced on the main floor and special 
attention given to the illumination of the 
place.

Resuscitation After 
Apparent Drowning 

(By Dr. Fagan, Secretary Provincial Board of Health.) 


The following lecture was delivered to. 
the boys of Mr. 8t. Clair's class at the' 
swimming baths: | 

To bean expert life-saver from drown¬ 
ing, it is necessat^ to pass through three 
stages, and to qualify in each. 

Mr. St. Clair has no doubt taught you 
the first two, namely, swimming, includ¬ 
ing diriug, and secondly, how to quickly 
and carefully take a drowning person to 
shore. 

We are here to-day to consider the 
third stage, which is renu^citation after 
apparent drowning. 

If your subject ia breathing, the first 
consideration is to restore warmth to the 
body, and to do this, if a house is near, 
take him at once to K, and if possible 
pat him in a hot bath. If this is not 
available, strip the person, dry him and 
wrap him in blankets, and apply hot bot¬ 
tles to the feet and aronod the body. 

Do not rush fbr brandy, or other 
alcoholic stimulants, hot coffee ia much 


better; if the patient can freely swallow, 
a little hot whisky and water may be 
advisable. 

I>et us consider the more serious con¬ 
dition after rescue, that is, when the 
subject is to all api>earance dend, no 
movement or breathing being visible. I 
need hardly say how serious such a con¬ 
dition is, yet if active and intelligent 
measures are adopted, it is well known 
that many lives can be saved. 

The necessary knowledge is so simple, 
and so easily gained, that it is painful 
lo reflect how so few have acquired it. 
I have known eases, where beyond doubt 
lives were forfeited by the adoption of 
such methods as rolling on a barrel, etc., 
when a little knowledge combined with 
gentleness might have saved; roughness 
often turns the balance. 

As to whether the subject is living or 
dead, will be hard for you to determine, 
unless yon practice your ear to listening 
to heart sounds; bat I would hardly ad* 
vise you to lose time on this. Bear hi 


mind that all breathing may be stopped 
for some considerable time, and yet the 
heart continue to beat, and as long as the 
heart beats there is hope of saving the 
life. 

The length of time a person can live 
under wnter, entirely depends on how 
that person acts. It has been known 
that persons fainting and falling in water, 
and totally covered for fifteen minutes, 
were easily resuscitated. 

On the other hand a big strong youth 
falls Into the wfcter. He cannot swim, 
but struggjfes ail'd comes to the surface, 
and breatuSs In air and water; he again 
sinks, continuing his struggles.' If not 
rescued at once, he probably dies in a 
minute or lees. 

Many , opinions^ have been entertained 
as to the manner in which death takes 
place in drowning. It was supposed at 
one time that the water which passed 
into the stomach had an injurious effect 
and operated as the immediate cause of 
death. This opinion prevailed before the 
chemical changes connected with respir¬ 
ation were fnlly understood, and post 
mortem examinations show us that water 
is not always found in the stomachs of 
the drowned. Again, it was advanced 
that the passage of water into the longs 
and air tubes caused death. While there 
is no donbt water in tlhc air passages 
accelerates death, yet it Is now accepted 
that (he cause of death is the want of 
aeration of the blood, and the conse¬ 
quent poisoning by carbonic acid gas on 
account of the mechanical obstruction to 
the introduction of air by the water or 


other media. We will, therefore, accept 
ns a fact that the cause of death in 
drowning is the circulation of impure 
blood which is unfitted to support animal 
life. 

In the treatment of persons in whom 
life seems to be extinct from drowning, 
the most essential measures are the re¬ 
storation of breathing and heat; life can¬ 
not be long sustained without respir¬ 
ation, neither can the vital forces long 
continue their functions when the tem¬ 
perature of the body is greatly lowered. 
When respiration is suspended the great¬ 
est source of production of heat is cut off. 

The restoration of breath must be con¬ 
sidered as the first essential nnd to effect 
this everything else must be put in the 
background. 

Dry ground, shelter, warmth, stimul¬ 
ants, etc., at the critical moment arc 
nothing; artificial breathing is everything 
—is the one remedy—all others are sec¬ 
ondary; therefore, when you have got 
your subject out of the water and you 
cannot find any evidence of life, tear off 
collar and open chest garments; turn 
over—face down; have someone to hold 
head a few inches off ground or if no 
one is present rest forehead on arm of 
patient. Next, interlock hands nnder 
lower part of chest and raise about two 
feet so that good drainage is obtained. If 
possible, have someone at same time to 
pull forward the tongue and clean out 
tnouth an<| nostrils with handkerchief 
roiled aronnd forefinger. Two or three 
gentle jerks will assist to free throat and 
chest from slime and mucus; keep this up 


while you count five—begin to raise slow¬ 
ly, then a slightly sharp jerk, and con¬ 
tinue raising tilt about two feet off 
ground. Remember roughness may kill 
your patient at this critical moment. 
After the first jerk, two or three of les¬ 
ser degree at intervals will be serviceable. 
When, after keeping in this position 
while you slowly count five, turn ou back 
nnd slightly raise head and turn face to 
one side, pull tongue forward nnd do 
what is known ns the Sylvester method 
of artificial respiration. 

Sylvester Method. 

The arms should be gently carried out¬ 
wards and upward^ from the chest, rais¬ 
ed above the head, and maintained in 
this position for about two seconds. By 
this movement, air penetrates into tho 
lungs as duriug the act of inspiration. 
The arms are now lowered, aud brought 
closely to the sides of the chest, by 
which expiration is effected. Pressure 
on the lower part of the chest-bone aids 
this expiratory action. This movement | 
should occupy two seconds. * 

Continue then* measures deliberately 
and perseveringly, but rfever hurriedly 
—12 to 13 per minute is about right. 

With assistance I have worked from 
12 to 6.80 o’clock on a case, and to all 
outward appearance there was no sign of 
life for at least five hours. Yet this per¬ 
son recovered. 

The satisfaction and pleasure experi¬ 
enced in such cases are ample payment 
for ^he great physical and mental strain 
endured.

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returned at the head of the poll by 100,- 
000 votes, the greatest vote every se¬ 
cured by one man in Australia. 

On the opening of the convention, Mr. 
Barton’s undeniable claim to the presi¬ 
dency was neglected by his jealous col¬ 
leagues; but when it came to the question 
of the framing of the constitution, they 
were forced to leave the matter in his 
hands, for no other of their number pos¬ 
sessed a tithe of the requisite ability. 
Mr. Barton, therefore, is not only direct¬ 
ly responsible for the Federation of Aus¬ 
tralia, but he is the inventor of the con¬ 
stitution itself, which, with a very few 
additions and amendments, subsists to¬ 
day exactly as he framed it in 1807. 
When Mr. L/yne failed to form a mlnis- 
I try, Mr. Barton was sent for and he’ 
succeeded. His ministry is still in 
power. 

This sketch will conclude with an 
anecdote which will display Mr. Bar¬ 
ton’s character better than a long-wind¬ 
ed panegyric. At the last great elec¬ 
tioneering fight, whose issue was under¬ 
stood to practically decide whether or 
not New South Wales should join the 
Commonwealth, Mr. Barton was oi>- 
posed by gentlemen whose adherents re¬ 
sorted to every trick and artifice known 
even 


reprisals in kind. A scheme, previously 
prepared, was recited, a scheme, which, 
if put into practice, would undoubtedly 
have turned the scales in the states¬ 
man's favor. Mr. Barton listened to, his 
advisers with his usual courtesy; but 
when the scheme was completely unfold¬ 
ed, he got to his feet. 

“Gentlemen," he said, “if I cannot win 
cleanly, I prefer to lose!” 

The phrase has become a proverb. 

Though Sir Edmund Bartou, as Feder¬ 
al Premier, was tho official representa¬ 
tive of Australia at the coronation, his 
colleague and fellow traveller, Sir John 
Forrest, minister for defence, is undoubt¬ 
edly an exceptionally interesting man. 

Not only, of all Australian statesmen, 
has he had the most remarkable career, 
but during the short life of the Federal 
government he is the only member of the 
cabinet who has made it quite clear that 
ho has a definite policy of his own, and 
that he intends to develop that policy. 

It is 8ir John Forrest who, as Premier 
of Western Australia during the whole 
of its life as an independent colony, has 
ruled that country in his own way, 
without countenancing interference, and 
seldom tolftating advice. 

Western Australia occupies about a 


third of the area of that continent, and 
is nearly ten times the sixe of Great 
Britain. It ceased to be a crown colony 
and became self-governing in 1892, 
eventually sacrificing its independence 
in 1901, with some show of reluctance, 
to become a state in Federated Aus¬ 
tralia. During those nine years Forrest 
reigned supreme, and, in a measure, his 
influence over his community approach¬ 
ed that which Mr. Seddon has at the 
present day over New Zealanders. 

As Explorer. 

Though we know Sir John Forrest as 
a politician to-day, it is as one of Aus¬ 
tralia's most intrepid and extensile ex¬ 
plorers that he first made his name, and 
gave evidence of the stuff that was in 
him. The practical and unusual knowl¬ 
edge of that little-known country, thus 
gained, fitted him well to take the po- 
litcal command later on. Apart from 
i this fact, however, he had other qualifi- 
I cations. He belonged to one of the best 
I known end most influential families in 
| the colony, he had proved himself a most 
| useful and necessary man to the Gover- 
| nor, and possessed that natural capacity 
for organization, command and personal 
hard work which is only born in a man. 

His birthplace was in the neighbor¬ 
hood of Bunbury, in Western Australia, 
and he will be fifty-four in August next. 
In early life he was attached to the 
survey department, and it was in this 
as far 


history except Japan. 

And Forrest knew well how to keep 
pace with the progress. On his own in¬ 
itiative, and by nis own force of will, he 
has carried through projects of so im¬ 
portant a nature that the bare sugges¬ 
tion of such measures would have stag¬ 
gered any other community of a similar 
size. His judgment, however, has been 
sound, and in each case there has been 
an ample return for the money expended. 

But if he had not to fight for his posi¬ 
tion in the early days, he had plenty of 
difficulties to contend against later on. 
The finding of gold, that disturbing ele¬ 
ment in the politics of any country, up¬ 
set the ideas of Western Australians al¬ 
together. A new community sprang up, 
which in numbers rapidly outstripped the 
old agricultural and pastoral population. 
Between the gold diggers and the older 
settlers there arose in Western Australia 
th© same sort of feud that existed in 
the Transvaal before the war. It was 
therefore only natural that the Western 
Australian miners should describe them¬ 
selves as IJitlanders, liken the agricul¬ 
turists to the Boers, and christen their 
astute and patiarchol, though by no 
means aged, leader “Oora John.” 

As Organizer. 

One has, however, to point out the 
facts that th© British “Boer” of Western 
Australia was a cleanly, educated and 
enlightened man, that the Western Aus¬ 
tralian “Uitlander” has less in the way 
of legitimate grievances than would 
have been his lot in almost any other 
country in similar circumstances, and 
that “Ooin John” Forrest was or such 
large mind that from the outset he saw 
tlie importance of gold to the colony; 
and did everything in his power to foster 
the mining interests. 

He began by ruuning a railway right 
into the heart of the desert to facilitate 
the working of the mines, and as the 
digging population multiplied he had a 
redistribution of parliamentary seats to 
increase th© representation of the min¬ 
ers. Not content with this he conceived 
and carried through up to its now near¬ 
ly completed stage the greatest pump¬ 
ing scheme the world has ever known. 
This was the Coolgardic water scheme 
for supplying the goldfields with water, 
pumped noarly*i>00 miles into the interior 
from th© coast. Finally, he has suc¬ 
cessfully created a great artificial har¬ 
bor at Fremantle in the face of innum¬ 
erable difficulties and adverse criticism, 
and has thus laid the foundation stone 
for the “Golden Gate of Australia.” 
And now Sir John Forrest, 


been, too large-minded a man, too hon¬ 
orable and, perhaps, also too indolent, 
to seriously engage iu the petty and un¬ 
principled artifices, party squabbles and 
recriminatory disputes, aptly described 
as “fowl-yard politics,” by means of 
which colonial politicians, following 
time-honored custom, sometimes invari- ! 
ably rise to power. Mr. Barton’s great¬ 
est achievement as a politician was to 
secure to New South Wales the "one 
man, one vote” principle, a measure he 
carried in the teeth of the strongest op¬ 
position while attorney-general to the 
Dibbs administration in the Jubilee year. 

Federator. 

Soon after the death of his great fed¬ 
eral leader, Sir Henry Parkes, Mr. Bar¬ 
ton abandoned the fiscal issue and prac¬ 
tically severed his connection with party 
politics. Thereafter he devoted himself 
entirely to the question of federation, 
and from that moment he became the 
chief and most prominent figure in Aus¬ 
tralia, a position which h© has never 
since relinquished. 

Throwing himself heart and soul into 
the fray, he sacrificed his practice at the 
bar and every personal consideration aud 
employed his time, his fortune, his en¬ 
ergies and extraordinary ability, in the 
task of converting not only New South 
Welshmen, but all Australians, to his 
views. 

H© toured the colonies many times in 
turn, speaking, arguing, writiug. His 


Australia’s representative at His Ma¬ 
jesty’s coronation, Right Hon. Edmund 
Barton, K. 0., Premier of the Federal 
parliament, is in our city. 

He is in person a man of medium 
height and rather ponderous physique. 
His face is large, good-humored and in¬ 
telligent. He has the eyes of a humor¬ 
ist, the mouth of an orator. His mobile 
upper Up slightly protrudes when he 
speaks, and assumes a thousand shapes, 
a8 though to lovingly caress each depart¬ 
ing word. His voice is sonorous and its 
delivery somewhat slow. Everything 
about the man is massive, solid, and con¬ 
fidence-inspiring. His manner is full of 
charm, and is responsible for the fact 
that he possesses the most numerous 
personal following and the most wide¬ 
spread influence in Australia. 

He enjoys the reputation of being the 
most brilliant after-dinner speaker in th© 
continent, an incomparably faithful 
friend, a disdainful but relentless enemy, 
a single-minded statesman, and a man 
of stainless honor. These attributes are 
enumerated in the order in which their 
relative importance Is measured by most J 
Australian politicians. Australians gen- i 
orally, however, reverse the order, and 
they pay their allegiance to Mr. Barton | 
first as a man of high principle; second¬ 
ly, as the only statesman worthy of the 
name their country has produced. Na¬ 
turally they regard his representation 
of themselves at the coronation ns a 
piece of unadulterated good fortune. 

Politician. 

Mr. Barton is Australian born. He 
was born in Sydney, N. S. W;, some five- 
and-fifty yeara ago, as the story-books 
say, of “poor but honest parents," his 
late father having been an employee in 
the civil service of the colony. 

H© was educated first at the Sydney 
Grammar school, of which college he be¬ 
came dux, and later at the Sydney Uni¬ 
versity, where he graduated with hon¬ 
ors, and subsequently took the degree of 
Master of Arts. Calk'd to the bar in 
1871, he soon acquired considerable prac¬ 
tice, and established for himself a repu¬ 
tation as a sound lawyer, and brilliant 1 
pleader, which he still enjoys and which 
has never been outclassed by that of any 
other legal luminary in Australia. 

Ho entered the political arena while 
still a very young man ns a moderate 
protectionist and progressive semi-Radi- 
cal Conservative, and he immediately at¬ 
tached himself to the standard of the 
late Sir Henry Parkes in that gentle¬ 
man’s movement to secure the federation 
of the colonics. Mr. Barton has at 
varioua times held portfolios in different 
New South Wales ministries, and has 
always distinguished himself in parlia¬ 
ment by his remarkable oratorical pow¬ 
ers, his firmness of purpose and his legis¬ 
lative ability. But he has never been 
regarded as a politician in the peculiar 
sense which that term has acquired In 
Australia. 

The fact is, he is, and has always

back as 18(19, to carry out his first ex¬ 
ploration into th© interior.

In the 
following year h© successfully undertook 
the survey of tl»e country between Perth 
and Adelaide, for the pur|>ose of estab¬ 
lishing cable communication with the 
outside world. 

His most astonishing feat as an ex¬ 
plorer. however, was a 2,000 mile jour¬ 
ney, in 1874, from the west coast right 
into the centre of Australia, to a point 
which is now traversed by the telegraph 
line intersecting Australia from Port 
Darwin on the north to Adelaide on the 
south. This journey he accomplished 
without th© aid of camels, which have 
now become a godsend to the latter-day 
explorer in this waterless country. 

When in 1802 he was called upon to 
b© Premier he was placed iu a position 
to rule, and he did rule. In his demo¬ 
cratic country he established what to all 
intents and purposes was a paternal 
autocracy. 

As Autocrat. 

In comparing his position with that of 
Seddon, he started with one very great 
advantage over th© New Zealand Pre¬ 
mier, and that was that he had not to 
fight for his position. He merely step¬ 
ped into it 88 the best man for the pur¬ 
pose. Western Austalians then number¬ 
ed about .008 to the square mile of the 
colony, and, politically speaking, he 
caught his people young. 

During his reign the population multi¬ 
plied Itself by five, and the rapid strides 
in importance that Western Australia 
has made of late years have outstripped 
those of any country in contemporary 


, . arguing, 

task was Herculean, for he had to com¬ 
bat, not organized opposition, but the 
hydra-headed demon of indifference. But 
the man was fit for the task. At first 
his meetings were poorly attended, but 
always the majority of those who came 
to scoff remained to pray. To each place 
he had visited, he returned. 

His return was invariably u triumph. 
His remarkable personal ©harm of man- 
ner won ns proselytes thousands who had 
resisted his arguments and his oratory. | 
At the end of n few years, during which ! 
he bad labored untiringly, bis party 1 
was organized into n solid phalanx, and 
bis party comprised n numerical ma¬ 
jority of the inhabitants of each of the 
four groat colonies and Tasmania. Their 
ranks wen*, moreover, united by a com¬ 
mon, unanimous love, I might say, 
veneratiou for their leader, who appeal¬ 
ed to them ns an unprecendented Aus¬ 
tralian phenomenon—o man who hail 
sacrificed his nil for an ideal, and whose 
sacrifice their reason forbade them to 
consider even remotely selfish. 

Having arrived ot this stage, Mr. Bar¬ 
ton commenced to use the enormous 
power which had been trusted in his 
hands. Remaining discreetly himself be¬ 
hind the scenes, lie arranged, however, 
for the public voice to speak. The re¬ 
sult was inevitable. The Australian 
premiers met in conference in January, 
189ft, and adopted a bill, “Th© Austral¬ 
ian Federation Enabling Act." which 
provided that ten representatives, elect¬ 
ed by a general referendum In each 
colony, should meet to frame the Federal 
constitution. Mr. Barton, of course, 
stood for New South Wales. He was 


And now Sir John Forrest, having 
nursed his colony through its political 
infancy and started it on a career of 
importance and prosperity, has left the 
local interests in other hands, and en¬ 
larged his field of operations by joining 
the Federal ministry. 

Already his influence has made Itself 
felt in his new sphere, and though it is 
proverbially dangerous to prophesy, it 
may safely h© said that in the not very 
dim future we may look to se© “Oom 
John" in one of two positions—either 
Federal Premier or High Commissioner 
for Austrnliu in London.

twenty feet long with a wldtji of sixty 
feet. It is connected with the land by 
an approach sixty feet long. ’ 

Even this rather extensive 1 wharfage 
accommodation has. been found too small 
for the purposes for which tt was in¬ 
tended, and an extension is to he made. 
The width will be increased from sixty 
feet to one hundred feet. 

A few days now will complete the tele¬ 
graph line across Vancouver lslaud. At 
fitst it was intended that the two parties 
which started from Nanaimo and Barn- 
field Creek, respectively, would meet 
about Caiuenm lake. This has now been 
altered, and the parties will meet Juear 
Alherni. On the Bamtteld Creek end dif¬ 
ficulties in the way of construction were 
met with which delayed 'the gang en¬ 
gaged on that work to a very consider¬ 
able extent. For the first part of the 
route the line was a new one. and had 
to be cut out of the wilderness. This 
was of necessity very slow work, and 
threw that party behind. On the other 
hand the gang starting from the cable 
station, which connects Vancouver Island 
with the Mainland near Nanaimo, found 
th© present line in very good condition, 
and have made rather faster time than 
was anticipated. They have passed Cam¬ 
eron lake, and are pushing the work for¬ 
ward to meet the other party at AlbernL. 

With this line completed telegraphic 
communication will be had direct with 
the Bmnfield Creek station, and may be 
kept up with the Colonia during her ca¬ 
ble laying trip across the Pacific.
